Iiuperiali de Fraiicuviila. si( r( la,y ct 
the leKatioo, who has authority to trans 
act current hoaiueM only. 

The reason given was that the "King 
of Italy wa< dinatiatled with the 
prograas of adjiMimenta between the 
two connthea touching the New Or- 
leans masaaore." in his note to Secre- 
tary Blaine, Baron t ava informs the 
secrttaiy that as the United States gov- 
ernment has not given assaraDce^ that 
the murderers of the itaian subjects 
acquitted by American ma.,istrate9 and 
murdered in prison whi.e imder the 
protactiou of the aut< sort ties of .New Or- 
leans, would be brought to .iU8ti< e, the 
Italian govemuieut ha4 found itueit nu- 
de;' the vei-y painful neces ity of .shnw- 
ing openly in* disnatij-fattion by recail 
fng the inini8|er of his nia,ie>tv, liina 
HumbMrt, from a country where the 
Italian n presentatiye is unable to ob- 
tain justice. 

'i'iie baron's passport, of course, will 
be given to him at once. Baron Fava 
will leave for Italy in a short t me. 

The recall of baron Fava puts an end 
to any further direct commi nit-ation 
between the rep.esentative of ita y in 
this country and .'-ecretaiy blame. 
Hereaiter the state dei ai-tment WiU be 
obliged to communicate directly with 
the Italian government at liome. 

Little is talked about in Wafihinxlon 
except the recall of Barun Fa\ a by the 
Italian provemment. lu thu hotels, on 
the streets and in public c lub.'4 tii< matter 
is a subject of intense interest Strange 
to say, in diplomatic and othi iiil t ircK s. 
the same irap<irtance is not attached to 
baron b avas lerall as in tite public re- 
sorts. The lact that the Italian legation 
is to letnain here and c()udu>.t the 
routine business that usually passes be- 
tween govemmenUi, t>howd that diplo- 
matic relations between the Umied 
Biat«s aud italv are not yet severed. 
The ministers of foreign govemmentH, 
it is aaMrtad in diplomatic circles, are 
frequently away for long periods and 
the routine busineaa between govern- 
ments is conducted by the attaches of 
legal ions, while important matters are 
directiy handled by the secretary of 
state or the home governments, without 
the int"rvention of tiie legation. T .is 
is what, it i» a-sbeneJ, will now be done, 
while Italy remains un: eiiri-scut^d at 
Washington. 

The mill ter of Earon Fava's recall is 
not regarde<l here generally as a seiiuus 
»iut*8tii)u fT one likely to prtivoke hostili- 
tiefi, or even to lead to cumiilications 
that will not be nnravel e . by the deft 
hand of diplomacy. lU fact there i» a 
political S'gnificance attached to it that 
would uggest tliat the .Uilian politi- 
cians ha e not viewed Amtiri< an i olit.cs 
in vain. The niiniste ial ct-isis in Italy 
in which Signor CVir^pi, the pniue 
minister, wa:-; overthrown in a re.'ent 
event, which it is poinied out. throws 
some Hght on Baron Fava's rei all. The 
present .talian mini8tr \ , ever since ita 
assumption of the reins of govern- 
ment, have been ojiposed by tlie power- 
ful minority 1 arty with ^igIlor Crispi 
at its head.
